BERLIN, Oct. 20—German oil 
and the sources of its supply loom 
among the greatest mysteries of 
the war, in the opinion of neutral 


observers here. 

Rumania and Russia and the-pro- 
duction of motor fuel within Ger- 
many, according to the Nazis, are 
counted on to maintain the Reich’s 
supply. Large uncertainties, how- 
ever, clearly hang over the volume 
of the total supply, henceforth. 

When the war began a common 
estimate among observers here was 
that Germany had oil stores for 


one year. Certain experts have es- 
timated that the Reich’s wartime 
needs are from 12,000,000 to 20,000,- 
000 tons anntially—in other words, 
more than double the average 
peacetime consumption of recent 
years. 

Actually, however, even if one 
knew the total oil stored—and that 
is a secret—the question of how 
long it would last would be com- 
pletely unanswerable save by a 
prophet with the knowledge of 
whether mechanized forces will be 
used at a full and steady pitch 
on the Western front, whether the 
German air offensives are to be 
huge or conservative, and so forth. 
he same applies to the Reich’s 
ig stores of munitions, 

May Use Oil Rapidly. 

But the very fact that the Allied 
blockade so greatly limits Ger- 
many’s power to replenish supplies 
and that the Allies have so much 
less to fear from the passage of 
time would appear to presage, ex- 
perts say, that Germany will try to 
slash hard for the coveted “quick 
victory” and thus use its supplies 
Tapidly. 

What is certain, experts state, is 
that the cyclonic mechanized inva- 
sion of Poland cut deeply into the 
oil stores with which Germany 
Started the war. 

Last year Germany imported 
ebout 5,000,000 tons of oil products. 
It produced at home upward of 3,- 
000,000 tons of motor fuel, including 
— gasoline and benzol gaso- 
ne. 

How drastically the British- 
French blockade has hit Germany’s 
former oil supply is disclosed by 
the fact that Dutch America (main- 
ly Curacao) and the United States 
were far and away the largest pur- 
veyors of oils to Germany last year. 
Of the gasoline and Diesel, crude, 
lubrication and residuary oils re- 
ceived by Germany, Dutch America 
furnished 1,303,000 tons and the 
United States 1,173,000. Rumania 
provided only slightly more than 
400,000 tons of those products, main- 
ly gasoline, and Russia less than 
80,000 tons. 

Mexico, Iran and the Dutch East 
Indies were the other important 
sources of supply. Like the Dutch 
Possessions in the Western Hem- 
isphere and the United States, the 
blockade cuts them off from Ger- 
Ihany.

AGAIN FLY OVER 
FIRTH OF FORTH 


They Disappear Before 
Royal Air Fighters Can 
Engage Them — No 
Bombs Are ‘ Dropped. 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, Oct. 20 
(AP).—Two air raid warnihgs were 
sounded and “precautionary meas- 
ures” were taken against the threat 
of Nazi bombing planes over the 


important Firth of Forth today, 
but the Air Ministry said no bombs 
were reported dropped. 

An air raid warning also was 
given in the south of England later 
in the day, but within eight min- 
utes the all-clear signal was 
sounded, 

The press association said it was 
believed this warning was given in 
error. Only one or two sirens sound- 
ed, and they were heard over 4 
small area. No aircraft were seen, 
the Press Association said. 

Air Ministry Report. 

The Air Ministry and the Minis- 
try of Home Security tonight issued 
the following communique: 

“A number of aircraft believed 
to have been German attempted 
to make reconnaissances in the 
Firth of Forth area during the 
morning and early afternoon. 

“Royal Air Force fighters took 
off to intercept them, but they dis- 
appeared before contact. 

“An air raid warning was sound- 
ed over Edinburgh shortly after 
11 a. m. and extended to Dundee. 
All-clear signals‘were given about 
midday, but a second air raid warn- 
ing was given in Edinburgh some 
minutes later on the appearance 
of other unidentified aircraft in the 
Firth of Forth area. 

“No raid developed and the all- 
clear signal was given shortly aft- 
er 1:30 p. m. 

The warnings were fairly general 
over a broad area of Southeastern 
Scotland. Four rapid bursts of 
anti-aircraft fire were heard in 
Edinburgh before the air raid sirens 
were sounded. — 

Edinburgh people took the alarm 
calmly despite their experience of 
Monday, and defending aircraft 
stood by over the $15,000,000 Firth 
of Forth bridge.

GERMAN PLANES SCANDINAVIANS, 


EXPECT DEMANDS 
FROM GERMANY 


Speculation Arises in Stock- 
holm as Result of Offi- 
cial Berlin’s Aloofness to 
Fate of Finland.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Rumors of German demands led 
diplomatic observers to express be- 
lief today that the Northern coun- 
tries would be dangerously optimis- 
tic if they assumed that Adolf Hit- 
ler would let Soviet Russia issue 
all the invitations in the Baltic. 

A sour witticism in Stockholm 
just now, in the wake of the con- 
ference of rulers of Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Finland, was: 
“Wwe shall soon know whether we 
Swedes are Germans or Russians.” 
The conference ended yesterday 
with a joint statement of the four 


nations’ unity, but no specific men- 
tion was made of the Russian de- 
mands on Finland which prompted 
Sweden’s King Gustav to call the 
meeting. 

Indications were that the strug- 
gle to preserve Northern neutrality 
and national integrity had just 
begun, 

The rumors of possible German 
demands on Norway, Denmark and 
Sweden were not confirmed, but 
aloofness of official Berlin to the 
fate of Finland led to speculation. 

The Swedes, Danes and Norwe- 
gians, as well as Finns, remember 
that Finland’s independence was 
won in 1918 with the help of Ger- 
man troops and that German gov- 
ernments, including that of Hitler, 
have looked with almost parental 
pride on Finland. ; 

If Hitler now should give Russia 
free hand in Finland, they won- 
dered how much restraint he him- 
self might exercise toward other 
Northern countries. 

Great stress was laid on the non- 
military nature of the Stockholm 
conference. Indeed, it is doubtful 
if Stockiiolm’s streets have often 
seen so few military uniforms as 
during the last two days. 

An afternoon paper, however, car-

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Ship Officers Confirm Stories of Unruly Sea- 
men:‘on Acadia, on Which 22 Were Hurt 
in Hurricane, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP),— 
Stories of insolence and insubordi- 
nation among the crew came to- 
day from passengers aboard the 
steamer Acadia, which docked last 
night after weathering a hurricane 
described by the captain as the 
worse he had seen in 30 years. 

The Eastern Steamship Line 
boat, under charter by the U. 8. 
Lines, brought 520 passengers, in- 
cluding 482 Americans, from 
Europe. 

Sixteen crew members and six 
passengers suffered bruises and 
other injuries during the storm. 

Ship’s officers confirmed passen- 
ger statements of trouble with the 
crew, but said it arose from union 
disputes. They said members of 
the two rival maritime labor or- 
ganizations—the National Maritime 
Union (CIO) and the International 
Seamen’s Union (A, F. of L.)—en- 
gaged in a dozen fights during the 
crossing. 

Complaint Against Stewards. 

Miss Edna McDonough of New 
York said the stewards used abusive 
language to the officers and at 
times refused to obey them, 

The Acadia’s master, Capt. Rob- 
ert H. Allen, remarked dryly: “No 
one was insolent to me.” 

A second passenger, William E. 
Channing of Lenox, Mass., a grad- 
uate student at Harvard University, 
said the whole service was bad and 
that two mothers had been unable 
to get proper food from stewards 
for their babies. 

Other passengers complained 


they had been compelled to pay 
$100 or more extra passage money. 

Capt. Allen of the Acadia esti- 
mated the wind velocity reached 
150 miles an hour and that he saved 
further injuries by ordering pas- 
sengers to remain within their cab- 
ins during thd four-hour blow. 

“There was absolutely no visi- 
bility,” he said, “The seas were 
mountainous and there was a ter- 
rific wind. The only damage done 
to the ship was a visor torn off 
the front of the pilot house.

Until it was drafted for the task 
of returning stranded Americans 
from Europe, the Acadia had been 
used only in the coastwise trade. 

Second Liner Nears Port. 

The hurricane that struck the 
403-foot Acadia Tuesday 300 miles 
southeast of Cape Sable, Nova 
Scotia, also swept one man over- 
board from the liner President 
Harding, expected to dock here to- 
morrow with 73 injured among its 
passengers and crew. 

The City Commissioner of Hos- 
pitals arranged today to send six 
city ambulances, with an extra com- 
plement of physicians, nurses and 
stretcher bearers, to meet the 
President Harding. 

The liner is bringing 597 passen- 
gers—some 150 more than her nor- 
mal capacity—including 36 members 
of the crew of the British freighter 
Heronspool, which was torpedoed 
last week off the Irish coast.

ROME, Oct. 20 (AP) —Italian 
Government ‘circles today studied 
the British-French-Turkish mutual] 
assistance pact with care before 
making any pronouncements on its 
likely consequences. 

Diplomatic circles doubted, how.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Oct. 20 
(AP).—President Roosevelt took 
the position today that the limits 
of United States’ territorial waters 
are flexible, varying from three to 
. hundreds of miles, depending on the 
circumstances under which the 
limits are created. 

In the case of belligerent sub- 
marines, which have been barred 


from American ports or territorial 
waters, the President said at a 
press conference that the limit of 
such waters was three miles. 

In the case of rum runners in 
prohibition days, he said it was 150 
miles. 

In the case of the neutrality pa- 
trol, he added, the limit is farther 
out, roughly within the safety zones 
laid down at the recent Panama 
conference of the 21 American Re- 
publics. That zone extends at least 
300 miles out. 

But in any event, Roosevelt as- 
serted, the territorial limits are in 
accordance with specific cases in- 
volving safety and neutrality. 

At a recent press conference, he 
had asserted that territorial waters 
extended ag far as American in- 
terests required. 

Limits Vary.

GETS SIX YEARS IN 
FEDERAL PRISON

a payment on account large enough 
to satisfy tax authorities, his term 
in the tax case will be one year. 
If he fails to pay, the term will be 
three years. The variation will be 
accomplished by making the sen- 
tences either concurrent or con- 
secutive on the three counts of the 
tax evasion charge. 

Carollo, 37 years old, was a lieu- 
tenant of Tom Pendergast, Demo- 
cratic boss of Kansas City until 
imprisoned last spring for income 
tax evasion. At was announced that 
Carollo would be sent to Leaven- 
worth Prison, where Pendergast is 
held. 

The perjury charge resulted from 
a sworn statement by the gambling 
overlord concerning his income. He 
has admitted collecting as much as 
$1000 a month from individual gam- 
bling houses and asserted that he 
gave Pendergast the money, The 
claim for taxes and penalties is 
$253,041, 

Judge Otis, in pronouncing sen- 
tence, said Carollo was an alien 
“who sought to repay the people 
of the United States for the op- 
portunities given him by violating 
and defying their laws and show- 
ing in every possible way his con- 
tempt for- their institutions.” His 
counsel, urging that prejudicial 
public opinion be disregarded, said 
he was part of a.“vicious system” 
that brought him ruin and that he 
was now broke, friendless and de- 
serted. : 

Carollo Looks Worried. 

The courtroom was packed long 
before Judge Otis took the bench 
at 9:30 o'clock. Carollo, looking 
worried and gloomy and with deep 
cireles under his eyes, sat with his 
attorneys; W. L. Vandeventer, for- 
mer United States Attorney here, 
and Jerome Koehler of Kansas 
City, Kan. 

Among the spectators were 4 
large number of members of the 
North Side Italian faction. headed 
by Carollo, standing four deep at 
the rear of the courtroom. 

The Government’s statement out- 
lined the pudgy Carolo’s entire ca- 
reer since he entered the United 
States from Italy in 1906 as a boy 
3 years old. His record, as given by 
United States Attorney, Maurice 
M. Milligan, began with an arrest 
in connection with a robbery in 
Kansas City when he was 21, ané 
culminated in his becoming “the 
notorious link between politics and 
the underworld” and growing to 
such power that “his word became 
law in the circles of the ‘under- 
world.” 


Replaced Lazia. 

After the death of John Lazia, 
unofficial “Chief of Police,” who 
was machine-gunned to death in 
1934 when a waiting an appeal from 
conviction of Federal income tax 
evasion, Carollo took over the au- 
thority “exercised by Lazia rela- 
tive to gambling and rackets in 
Kansas City,” Milligan reported. 

“The investigation into the back- 
ground of this defendant revéals 
that he grew in power even great- 
er than his predecessor, that. he 
had a full entree into the offices 
of the high officials in the city ad- 
ministration, 

“According to the testimony he 
was seen going into and out of the 
private offices of the former City 
Manager. .. . He had full entree 
into the police headquarters and 
almost daily was a visitor at the 
office of the. Director of Police. 

“The testimony reveals that the 
defendant became the collector of 
the ‘lug’ that was imposed upon 
gambling rackets of Kansas City, 
which paid large sums of money 
monthly for the privilege of car- 
rying on gambling unmolested by 
the police officers of the city.” 

Getting Share of Fortune. 

As. a “typical instance of the 
power and authority of this man 
known as the vice-commander of 
the gambling racket of Kansas 
City,” Milligan cited Carollo’s ac- 
quisition of Fortune, a game of 
chance begun here by two Los 
Angeles gamblers in 1934. 

After the two had been in busi- 
ness six months, Milligan report- 


quarters and demanded that they 
give him a half interest “without 
the payment of one penny.” 

“When questioned in Decemper, 
1935, by special agents of tne intel- 
ligence unit,” Milligan stated, “the 
defendant boasted that. he had ac- 
quired the one-helf interest in For- 
tune and received one-half of the 
winnings, and that the investment 
entailed no payment by him what- 
ever. The reason given by him 
was that his name was worth some- 
thing to the business because the 
police would not bother the place 
if they knew he was interested in 
it.”

U. S. ROUTES GERMAN 
MAIL BY ITALY TO 
ESCAPE BLOCKADE 
British Ships Have Halted Mes- 
sages and, in Some Cases, 
Returned Them. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Postoffice officials said today that 
they were routing mail addressed 
to Germany by way of Italy in the 
hope of escaping the British 
blockade. 

In the past mail for Germany 
has been sent by way of Holland 
and in some instances ships carry- 
ing it have been stopped by the 
British, the mail censored, and then 
returned to this country. The re- 
turned mail, as well as other mail 
for Germany, will now be sent to 
Italy for reshipment to Germany. 

In London, the Ministry of Eco- 
nomic Warfare acknowledged mails 
of neutral nations including the 
United States passing through Brit- 
ish contraband control bases had 
been searched. He said the mail had 
been returned to the country of 
its origin only on special request 
from the dispatching office. 
Secretary of State Hull said to- 
day the State Department was con- 
sidering whether to make represen- 
tations to Britain over the seizure 
of mail. 


GERMANY FACING 
MANY PROBLEMS 


ON OIL SUPPLY 
* Continued From Page One. 


known factor—does Stalin want to 
give much to Hitler?--these factors 
loom: 

Although three years ago Russia 
exported some 4,000,000 tons of oil 
to the world, last year the figure 
dropped to 1,000,000 tons. Suppos- 
ing Stalin were willing to send that 
much to Germany in the coming 
year and transports were arranged, 
it would amount to just about 20 
per cent of Germany’s peacetime 
import requirements—requirements 
presumably far less than Germany 
will need if Hitler fails to get his 
“quick victory.” 

Stalin may increase last year’s 
exports of oil but his own mobiliza- 
tion must limit those possibilities. 
Moreover, the Baku region, which 
is the principal source of Russian 
oil, is more than 2000 miles from 
mid-Germany and transportation is 
difficult, 

In the various capitals, meantime, 
eyebrows have been raised over the 
fact that Lazar Kaganovitch, So- 
viet Commissar of Transport, has 
now been placed in charge of the 
Russian oil industry, Kaganovitch 
happens to be a Jew. 

Problem As to Iron, 

Iron and oil, those twa  indis- 
pensables of war, are two of the 
greatest reasons, as seen by neu- 
tral observers here, why Germany 
so warmly desires either a “quick 
peace” or a “quick victory.” 

For a long war Germany would 
require huge quantities of both. 

Germany’s iron position today 
appears far inferior to that of 
1916. In that year, the Central 
Powers had the German, Austrian 
and Luxembourg production of 
iroh ore, totaling 32,000,000 tons. 
In addition, the Reich imported 
4,000,000 tons from Sweden. 

Now, Germany is producing 16,- 
000,000 or 17,000,000 tons—not nearly 
so high in iron content as its 
production in 1916, which included 
that of Lorraine. It has hoped 
to increase production of low-grade 
ore to 26,000,000 tons in the course 
of several years—but presumably 
cannot affect a huge increase in the 
next year or two, 

War Reduces Imports. 

Germany can still import iron, 
but nothing li‘ke what it imported 
before hostilities began. In 1938 
it brought in 22,000,000 tons from 
abroad. Here, in round figures, 
are its principal iron ore imports 
of last year: 

Sweden, 9,000,000 tons; France, 
5,000,000; Luxembourg, 1,700,000; 
Newfoundland, 1,120,000; Norway, 
1,100,000; Spain, 1,080,000; Algeria, 
750,000; Spanish Africa, 720,000; 
French Morocco, 160,000; Tunisia, 
130,000; Brazil, 122,000, 

Obviously Germany has lost the 
iron of France, Newfoundland, AJ- 
geria, French Morocco and Tunis- 
ia. Most of the Spanish ore was 
from the Bilbao region—on the 
northern Spanish coast .Even 
supposing Gen, Francisco Franco 
were willing to make it available to 
Stalin’s “friend” and even suppos- 
ing Premier Benito Mussolini were 
willing to have it shipped by way of 
Italy, the English-French blockade 
presumably could prevent it. The 
blockade presumably could also pre- 


vent iron from Spanish Morocco 


from going to Germany, 
Belgium now is reported to be 
trying to get for itself the produc- 


aition of Luxembourg, with which it 


has a customs union. The British 


wei blockade commands the coast of 


Norway, whence came not only 
Norwegian shipments but a consid- 
erable portion of the imports of 
Swedish iron t. the Reich. 

Continued attempts may be made 


| |by Germany t, slip iron from Nor- 


way past the blockade by hugging 
the Norwegian coast within the 
three-mile limit. That route, how- 
ever, is treacherous and two ore 
ships are understood to have been 


E | lost by hitting rocks when traveling

Counting on Swedish Iron. 

With virtually all other 1938 
sources of foreign iron supply cut 
off, the Reich counts on consider- 
able Swedish iron—which is very 
high grade, It is difficult for neu- 
tral experts at this writing, how- 
ever, to see how it can get the 9,- 
000,000 tons of ore that it obtained 
last year from Sweden. But even 
if it could, its total domestic iron 
production, plus iron imports, can- 
not compare with 1916, 

This, however, is not to suggest 
that Germany soon is going to be 
without sufficient iron to continue 
the war. There are too many un- 
certainties. Its supplies of muni- 
tions and steel and iron are a mili- 
tary secret. Its rate of consump- 
tion of munitions henceforth is un- 


known. It is not proved yet wheth- 
er it can materially increase its own 
low-grade ore production. ' 

The rich fron mines of Luxem- 
bourg and Belgium must be most’ 
attractive and tempting -to the 
Reich, Were Germany able to ac- 
complish a successful invasion and

conviction here. 

Sureties struck from the police 
list are Raphael Tivoli and Joseph 
B. Neu, who are among the six men 
who posted the bail at Steelville, 
and George Burke, one of two per- 
sons sharing responsibility for a 
$26,000 portion of the Londe appeal 
bond. 

Inquiry by the Police Board 
showed that Burke had furnished a 
total of $68,000 in outstanding bonds, 
in support of which he had pledged 
real estate valued at $10,800, but 
mortgaged for $4000. Frank D. 
Sullivan, the board’s secretary, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
board felt Burke’s liabilities were 
too heavy in proportion to his net 
worth, and that the forfeiture at 

teelville had impaired the surety of 
Neu and Tivoli. He said Tivoli had 
furnished $15,000 in bonds here 
and Neu $6000, while they had 
pledged realty valued, respectively, 
at $9570 and $9270.

The President of the French Re- 
public, His Majesty the King of 
Great Britain, Ireland and the Brit- 
ish dominions beyond the seas, Em- 
peror of India (in respect to the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland), and the 
President of the Turkish Republic: 

Desiring to conclude a treaty of 
a reciprocal character in the inter- 
ests of their national security, and 
to provide for mutual assistance in 
resistance to aggression, have ap- 
pointed as their plenipotentiaries, 
namely: 

The President of the French Re- 
public: 

M. Rene Massigli, Ambassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, 
commander of the Legion of Honor. 

Sir Hughe Montgomery Knatch- 
bull-Hugessen, K. C. M. G., Am- 
bassador extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary. 

The President of the Turkish Re- 
public: 

Dr. Refik Saydam, president of 
the Council, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs ad Interim, Deputy for Is- 
tanbul. 

Terms of Agrement. 

Who, having communicated their 
full powers, found in good and due 
form, have agreed as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. 

In the event of Turkey being in-

31,000 KILLED IN 1938 
IN HOME ACCIDENTS 


16,000 of Deaths Due to 
Falls—Kitchen Most Dan- 
gerous Room in House. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 20 
(AP).—Last year 31,500 persons 
were killed and 4,650,000 injured— 
141,000 permanently — in their 
homes, the National Safety Con- 
gress learned yesterday. 

The safety men were informed 
that 16,500 deaths in homes last 
year resulted from persons falling, 
ail but 3500 of the victims being 
more than 65 years old. Only about 
700 were children under 14, 


By far the most dangerous stairs 
in the house are the ones leading 
to the basement, it was said, be- 
cause that’s where housewives most 
often leave buckets, laundry, mops 
and papers for members of the 
family to stumble over. Cellar steps 
are usually inadequately lighted, 
too. 

Contrary to popular conception, 
the bathroom was described asthe 
“safest room in the house,” with 
the bedroom and living room 
ranked next in order. 

The safety experts agreed that 
half the injuries and deaths oc- 
curred in. kitchens. 

The bicycle was recognized by the

Gradual Deterioration in Caliber of Hitler’s 
Advisers—Four of Original Seven Re- 


Chief Counselor.

HAT extraordinary blend . of 
T psychological insight with photo- 
graphic detail, the report of Sir 
Nevile Henderson, former British 
Ambassador to Nazi Germany, ‘pre- 
sents a striking picture of Hitler 
and his entourage during the dying 
phase of European peace last Au- 
gust. It corroborates the conviction 
long held by careful observers in 
the Reich that the Fuehrer’s choice 
of advisers inevitably meant war. 
As the star of one counselor of 
moderation after another waned, 
as that of one after another among 
extremists shone more “brightly in 
the Nazi heavens, foreign students 
of the German situation shook their 
heads ever more dubiously and ex- 
pressed their misgivings with in- 
creasing assurance. Now Sir Nevile 
reminds us that the tragedy of a 
dictator is that his inner council 
“steadily and inexorably deterio- 
rates until opposition becomes in- 
tolerable to him.” The students of 
German affairs feel that the croak- 
ings of “I-told-you-so” with which 
they have been* punctuating their 
remarks about Nazi Germany for 
many months, are triumphantly 
vindicated. 


Hitler’s Seven Counselors. 


Take the case of seven of Hit- 
ler’s counselors. Four of these still 
ladle out advice in the Wilhelm- 
strasse. The other three were long 
since eliminated as assistant steers- 
men of the Nazi ship of state. The 
quartet still in the circle are For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, Propaganda Chief Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, Chief of Police 
Heinrich Himmler, and Air Min- 
ister (likewise lord high almost 
everything else) Hermann Goer- 
ing. 

Of the three consigned to in- 
nocuous desuetude by Hilter’s 
change to taste regarding advisers 
two are. still living—Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht and Baron Constantin von 
Neurath; the third was the late 
General Werner von Fritsch. 
Ribbentrop, for some time past, 
has been adviser-in-chief. His ad- 
vice has been consistently for vio- 
lence instead of peace. He has in- 
variably told Hitler that England 
would not fight. Hiler believed him. 
As a result, Germany is now at 
war with an England full of fight. 
I talked with Ribbentrop not 
long ago at the Berlin Foreign Of- 
fice. He is good-looking in’ a way. 
He is suave—or, rather, smooth, 
in the uncomplimentary sense of 
that term. In describing him to 
friends, I find myself constantly 
using the adjective “soapy.” 


Goebbels and Violent Action. 


The name Goebbels—again, ac- 
cording to report, a close adviser 
of Hitler—has long been synony- 
mous with violen’ action. At 
times, he has been too much for 
the Fuehrer. There have been oc- 
casional interludes of semi-disgrace 
in his career. But slippery Goeb- 
bels always reappears at the 
Fuehrer’s elbow. 

The importance of Heinrich 
Himmler, as an adviser to the 


Fuehrer, has steadily increased. His 
name immediately suggests repres- 
sion and persecution—words which 
bring to mind the Gestapo, Himm- 
ler’s sinister secret police force. 
That brings us to Hermann Goe- 
ring. This most energetic and 
corpulent of Hitler’s entourage used 
to oppose him. For some time Goe- 
ring favored peace as against 
war. Yet, when the show-down 
came last month, where was. he? 
It looks as if increasing fat had 
brought him decreasing nerve—the 
more of an elephant, the more of 
a yes man. 

First among Hitler’s discarded 
counselors comes Dr. Hijalmar 
Schacht. Long close to the Fuehr- 
er, as Minister of Economics and 
president of the Reichsbank, pri- 
marily responsible for the surpass- 
ing jugglery by which Nazi Ger- 
many was kept off the rocks of 
bankruptcy, Schacht is about. as 
far from being a yes man as the 
North Pole is from being the South 
Pole. He has an awful temper. 
And he is not afraid of losing: it. 
I saw him lose it once. He acted 
as if he had swallowed Vesuvius 
and was trying to spit it out. 
Schacht Fired by Hitler. 


For some time Hitler liked that 
sort of thing. There was so much 
excellent advice mixed up with the 
eruptions that he refused to let 
Schacht go. “Some day you can 
soot me,” Schacht once told Hit- 
ler, in one of his rages. “But you 
can’t shoot me yet!” 

Eventually he staged one eruption 
too many. He was kicked out. I 
bet he will be back some day— 
Vesuvius and all. Schacht is a 
genius. And Hitler cannot do with- 
out him. But he is under a cloud 
at present. 

Baron von Neurath, Ribbentrop’s 
predecessor in the Foreign Minis- 
try, is a diplomat of the old school. 
He is well liked in London. He be- 
lieves in courtesy and tradition and 
decency. Also he is one of the few 
Germans who like to smile. When 
I talked with him he wore a smile 
that did not come off throughout

O report yet received from. the 
N fighting front has aroused more 

surprise and incredulity among 
military men than that of German 
troops moving to the attack, clad 
in breastplates and visored hel- 
mets. 
During the World War a light- 
weight helmet became part of the 
soldier’s normal equipment and 
still is. But its original name of 
trench helmet describes its pur- 
pose. It was for the use of men 
standing in trenches, to protect 
them against shell splinters travel- 
ing at relatively low velocity after 
the shell had burst either before or 
behind the parapet. These helmets 
were and are practically no pro- 
tection against a direct hit by a 
rifle or machine-gun bullet unless 
the latter came from long range. 

The Italians tried out breastplates 
of the very best steel, so thick that 
a man wearing one was barely able 
to walk. At two or three hundred 
yards, machine-gun bullets tore 
through them as though they were 
made of cheese, | 
Gain in Bullet’s Speed. 

Armor has improved ‘little, if at 
all, since the World War. But the 
speed of the modern bullet is great- 
ly beyond what it was then, and 
speed is the determining factor in 
penetration. Nor is this the only 
factor. On the battlefields of 1918, 
the missiles a soldier had to face 
were thrown either by a service 
rifle or a machine gun that fired a 
bullet not radically different. In 
this war the proportion of missiles

ON THE LUXEMBOURG 

FRONTIER, Oct. 19.— 

(Delayed). 
LL day long the heavy guns 
had barked and along toward 
evening the battle began in 
and out of the woods bordering the 
Moselle. Even through the wet 
murk, one caught the movement of 
thin files in green-gray and khaki. 
One did not need to see the sol- 
diers to follow the movement of 
the attack. Geysers of black were 
rising thickly in “No Man’s Land” 
—the familiar defensive barrage of 
the 75’s. Machine guns scattered 
through the valley like a-conven- 
tion of pneumatic riveters and it is 
axiomatic that machine guns work 
only on human targets. Paris 
might not know that a war was 
going on, nor London, nor per- 
haps Berlin. But there men 
creeping over the crest and down 
through the yellow and gold of the 
woods seemed to know it well 
enough, and would remember it as 
long as they were permitted to re- 

member anything. . 

It was not, apparently, an im- 
portant engagement, the far end 
probably of a German thrust that 
had begun two days before between 
the Moselle and the Saar for rea- 
sons known only to the Germans. 
French communiques say that their 
troops were withdrawn with small 
losses, but up on this end it looked 
like a fight just as bloody in its 
small way and just as purposeless 
as those that filled the cemeteries 
along the Somme. 


French Expected Attack. 


Artillery fire settled down on 
both sides to the slow, continuous 
pace that made the Argonne a place 
of quivering, then. Shells were 
smashing on the slopes about 
Sierck—while yesterday or the day 
before one was driving blithely 
through the Maginot line in an au- 
tomobile.

Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE news article in the Post-Dispatch | , 
recently on the wrecking of the 
buildings for the Jefferson Memorial was 
most interesting to me, as I worked in 
©ne of them as an office boy in 1870. 

Although at that time river traffic was 
beginning to decline, wharf boats still 
lined the riverfront from the Eads Bridge 
south as far as Elm street, or possibly 
farther, and steamboats were busy dis- 
charging and loading freight continuously. 

Although lacking in the glamour of 
foreign ports, the levee was the scene 
of great activity, and its entire length 
was almost constantly covered with car- 
goes of tea, coffee, sugar, tropical fruit, | m 
muts and hogsheads of tobacco. 

“The old-time one-mule and two-mule 
tandem drays rattling over the cobble- 
stone pavements, and the hundreds of 
roustabouts required to handle this great 
amount of freight, created a scene of 
great activity and noise. 

In front of the buildings now being 
wrecked was the wharf at which landed 
guch river queens of that day as the Great 
Republic, Grand Republic, Robert E. 
Lee, Natchez, Belle of Memphis and 
Pauline. I saw the Robert E. Lee finish 
first in its race with the Natchez, 

Nearer Washington avenue, the North- 
ern Line packets, Redwing, Minnesota, 
City of Dubuque unloaded flour and grain 
from the Upper Mississippi. 

I saw the riverfront a few years ago. 
How the scene has changed! To one who 
knew the river traffic of the earlier 
period, it hardly seems possible. 

However, the riverfront project will 
@nly be another evidence of the great 
progress St. Louis has made.

In other words, France and Britain are not in this 


war for the idealistic and unselfish purpose of 
avenging the death of the selfish and unidealistic 


old Poland. 


They are in it to protect their own interests at 


home and in their far-flung empires from the advance 
of Nazi imperialism. The British Empire is being 
defended. The French Empire is being defended. 


If the British and French were actuated by pure 


idealism, they would have gone to war with Germany 
long ago. Hitler has provided many an occasion for 
idealistic intervention by his barbarous attitude not 
only to citizens of Germany but to those of other 
countries. 


To say that Britain and France are fighting to 


save their own skins might be considered as saying 
what is perfectly obvious,

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UNCLE SAM DOES IT AGAIN. 

Charles V. Carollo, the man who used to bluster 
into Kansas City’s/police headquarters as though he 
owned the place, will appear before Federa] Judge 
Merrill B. Otis today for sentencing, Yesterday he 
pleaded guilty to charges of using the malls for a 
lottery, and of evading income taxes in 1937 and 
1988, The day before, he was convicted of perjury be- 
cause he had denied to Federal agents that he col- 
lected pay-off money from: gambling houses. So 
Uncle Sam’s' broom has again swept through the 
Augean stables of Kansas City. 
This man admitted that he had been collecting 
tribute ever since the machine-gunning of Johnny 
Lazia in 1934 and taking every penny of it to Boss 
Tom Pendergast at 1908 Main street. He had an 
income of around $250,000 a year, derived largely 
from. such enterprises as the Fortune skillball parlor. 
Gambling and the collection of tribute from the opera- 
tors of gambling dens are offenses against local and 
State laws. But instead of being prosecuted by the 
local authorities, Carollo was president of the North 
Side Democratic Club and a power in the politics of 
Kansas City afd Jackson County. Prosecuting At- 
torney W. W. Graves Jr. was his political creature, 

Carollo was brought to book, in the end, by action 
of the Federal authorities—just as were his erstwhile 
overlord, Pendergast, Insurance Commissioner O’Mal- 
ley and. the lesser fry of the machine, convicted of 
election frauds. All have been accused of offending 
against the laws of Missouri, but such justice as has 
been meted out to them has come by indirection. 

The United States may be expected to continue ‘its 
prosecution of income tax violators, Its district 
attorneys may be expected to be on guard against 
irregularities in elections involving Federal offices,

MORE DICKMANN BUSINESS. 

There is news about the Dickmann company’s 
straw sales business from another front.

It did not get that far with the property of the 
Savings Trust Co. and West St. Louis Trust Co. That 
property got into the hands of the straw buyer all 
right, but before it could be resold and the bank de- 
positors gypped of the extra profit, the Dickmann 
company was caught in its foul business. And that 
is that. 


MANHASSETT VILLAGE: THE LATEST CHAPTER. 

The promoters of Manhassett Village in Richmond 
Heights are reaping what they sowed. The first 
quarterly installment of principal and interest, 
amounting to $26,000, is due on their federally in- 
sured loan from the New York Life Insurance Co. 
and they are unable to pay it in full. Fewer than 100 
of the 354 apartments in the group have been rented. 
Technically, the payment has not been declared in 
default, as a readjustment to reduce or defer princi- 
pal payments has been made. Yet for all practical 
purposes the promoters have defaulted on their 
obligation. 

This comes as no surprise. The Manhassett Village 
project, like the Lucas-Hunt project in Normandy, 
was promotion pure and simple. Recall a few of 
the details: The 21%-acre site was bought in Feb- 
ruary, 1937, for $39,350 by Miss Mildred Glucksman, 
secretary of H. B. Deal & Co., which promoted and 
built the project with Preston J. Bradshaw, Inc., 
architects. Thirteen months later, Miss Glucksman 
sold the property to the corporation for $171,000— 
more than four times the purchase price! The profit 
taken in Miss Glucksman’s name in the Lucas-Hunt 
project was of the same order. Here a $73,000 pur- 
chase of 48.9 acres, was turned into a $300,000 sale 
the very next day! 

These unconscionable writeups in so-called value, 
the highly dubious basis on which Manhassett Vil- 
lage’s FHA-insured loan was fixed at $1,600,000, and 
now the failure of the promoters of that project to 
meet their first payment are not the concern alone 
of the promoters and the insurance company which 
advanced the money. This loan is guaranteed by an 
agency of the United States Government. 

It is most regrettable that the FHA let itself into 
these promotional schemes. But since it is in, the 
least it can do is to watch with an eagle eye every 
move the corporations make, with a view to protect- 
ing the public stake.

To the Editor of .the Post-Dispatch: 


IGMUND SPAETH, in his “Read ’Em 

and Weep” (Mercantile Library), on page 

84 begins a description of “Frankie 
and Johnnie,” quoting several versions and 
also printing the music, He says: 

“Thomas Beer, in his ‘Mauve Decade,’ 
places this ballad as early as 1850, but 
Emerson Hough dates it fully 10 years 
earlier. It is generally agreed that the beau- 
fully honest story is a true one, and that the 
locale was St. Louis.” 

In the other book, “The Mauve Decade,” 
Thomas Beer (a very careful historian but 
not of the highbrow Ph, D, type) on page 
120, says that the “Frankie and Johnnie” 
ballad was very popular among the Union 
soldiers in the Vicksburg campaign of 1863. 
He adds this: “A copy of 12 stanzas was 
made by a young officer and is preserved” 
(1926). 

In all the older versions of the ballad, 
so far as I am aware, the man’s name is 
given as Johnnie wherever the woman’s 
name is given as Frankie. In one set of 
versions the woman’s name is given as Lilly 
and the man’s name is given as Paul, or 
Pauly. This nomenclature was said to pre- 
vail around Atlanta, Books published in the 
twentieth century often include versions 
which give the woman’s name as Frankie 
and the man’s name as Albert or Allen. How- 
ever, the essential elements of the story re- 
main the same in all versions up to the 
actual killing. Perhaps the most effective 
singer of the ballad in recent years was 
Huey Long’s protege, Lead Belly, In Lead 
Belly’s version, the man’s name is Allen. See 
Lomax’s “Negro Folk Songs as Sung by 
Lead Belly” (Mercantile Library). 


When I sent you a half-playful letter on 
this subject in December, 1937, I was try- 
ing to show that St. Louis occupied an im- 
portant place. in the history of American 
folklore, Up to that time, I thought every- 
body was agreed that the ballad first ap- 
peared much longer than 40 years ago, and 
so I was surprised: when Dan Bartlett, 
former Police Commissioner, after reading 
my letter, told me that a St. Louis Negress 
named Frankie in 1899 killed a man named 
Albert and shortly afterwards St. Louis 
Negroes were singing a ballad about Frankie 
and Albert. This was the first time I 
ever heard of the incident of 1899. I am 
now satisfied that what Mr. Bartlett said 
is absolutely correct. But it does not fol- 
low that the ballad was based upon the in- 
cident of 1899, although I now know that 
many people think so, and some of these 
people are university professors specializing 
in American folklore, Undoubtedly, the in- 
cident of 1899 has confused the problem of 
discovering the origin of the ballad. How- 
ever, I think this confusion can be cleared 
up in part. I shall not give you my own 
theory. 

There were two homicides, about 50 years 
apart, and in each case the killer was a girl 
named Frankie. Frankie ig a rather un- 
usual name, The old Negroes of St. Louis 
in 1899 were familiar with the ballad about 
Frankie and Johnnie. When, in 1899, an- 
other girl named Frankie killed a man 
named Albert, the name Frankie suggested 
the old ballad and so they sang it again, 
but ! order to make it seem more realistic 
and modern, they 
from Johnnie to. Albert. 


Law professor at Washington University shows by external and 
internal evidence that the famous ballad was the outgrowth of a 
of killing in St. Louis about 1850; contends that it was not based on 
an 1899 incident, though that may have given song a new vogue. 


For several reasons, it is impossible to be- 
lieve that the ballad is based upon the in- 
cident of 1899. In the first place, we 
have the statements of Spaeth and Beer. 
Spaeth is something more than a mere col- 
lector of folksongs. He always tries to find 
out about their origins and social signifi- 
cance. Beer in 1926 referred definitely to a 
manuscript of 1863 then in existence, 

* o . 


In the second place, there is a wide vari- 
ance between the story in.the ballad and 
the facts of the incident of 1899, In the 
ballad, Frankie (probably a free person of 
color, because she earned and spent her own 
money) was happily in love with Johnnie, 
“but he done her wrong” by surreptitiously 
running around with a yellow girl named 
Alice, who had blue eyes. When Frankie 


‘learned of this, she was wild with jealousy. 


She bought a pistol from a pawnbroker and 
went to a bartender to find out where 
Johnnie was. According to some versions, 
the bartender was a white man and the kill- 
ing took place in a house of ill fame (or hotel). 
According to another version, the bartend- 
er was a Negro and the killing took place 
in the barroom, This is the version followed 
by Thomas Benton in his spirited picture at 
Jefferson City. In all versiqns of the’ ballad, 
the facts detailed force the conclusion that 
Frankie was either guilty of murder or was 
an insane person. According to some ver- 
sions, she was convicted of murder. Ac- 
cording to other versions, she was acquitted, 
but nothing is said of the ground of acquittal. 
Every lawyer knows that if the original 
Frankie was acquitted, it was because a 
merciful Judge gave an instruction on tem- 
porary insanity. 

When we turn to the incident of 1899, 
we find that Frankie No. 2 was not jealous 
and was not the aggressor in the affray. 
She killed her Albert, who was drunk and 
violent, most obviously in self-defense. No 
circumstances indicate that she was either 
a criminal or an insane person, 

Finally, there is internal evidence that the 
ballad could not have, origihated in 1899. 
For instance, in many versions Johnnie is 
referred to as a “crib man”; that is, a man 
who slept in corncribs or in shacks built like 
corncribs, with a door but no windows. This 
was an archaic expression in 1899. In 1899, 
St. Louis Negroes were too sophisticated to 
be crib men, but in 1850, St. Louis was a rel- 
atively small city, with a fringe of half- 
rural settlements within easy walking dis- 
tance of the river. Free Negroes generally 
lived in these half-rural settlements, where 
the houses were primitive shacks or “cribs.” 


I sincerely hope that the present revival 
of interest in this old ballad will reveal some 
additional valuable data. I understand that 
F. P. Adams of “Information, Please,” is a 
crank on Frankie and Johnnie and at one 
time had a collection of scores of different 
versions.

HE excuse for writing this piece 
Toe Frank Capra's “Mr, Smith 

Goes to Washington” is that 
the picture has been ballyhooed as 
an epic portrayal of the Washing- 
ton scene. A great deal of high- 
fown language has been used to 
gavertise it as the first movie to 
show the true inwardness of Wash- 
ington, and the “world premiere” 
was held here, with pseudo-Holly-

thentic. 

There has been a lot said, too, in 
polysyllabic words, about the pur-

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GERMAN DIPLOMAT 
COMPLAINS ABOUT 
ANTI-NAZI PLAY 


Charge d’Affairs Calls Hull’s 
Attention to Claire Boothe’s 
‘Margin for Error.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Dr. Hans Thomsen, German charge 
d’affairs, complained to Secretary 
of State Hull yesterday that an 
anti-Nazi play which opened here 
this week was derogatory of Ger- 
many.

“Col. Lindbergh,” Johnson, for- 
mer NRA Administraor, told the 
Newark Advertising Club, “for 
speaking his pro-American opinion 
against other policies has been 
called pro-Nazi by such emotionally 
biased pro-war pundits as Walter 
Lippmann and Dorothy Thompson 
and now—today—by the first lady 
of the land herself.

HERE is no subject which it is 

more important to study care- 

fully, none about which it is 
mdre necessary to think clearly and 
speak responsibly, than the rela- 
tions between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. 

Canada is our immediate neigh- 
bor across the longest, unarmed 
frontier in the world, Canada is & 
small country, with 10,000,000 inhab- 
itants, ks against our own 130,000,- 
000. The Canadian people have es- 
sentially the same culture, the same 
system of law, the same political 
philosophy as the people of the 
United States, and their economic 
life is closely interwoven with our 
own. 

Canadians are a free, self-gov- 
erning, independent nation, allied 
with, but in no sense of the word

Times’ Interpretation. 

Its implications are described by 
The Times as “decisive for main- 
taining peace in the Mediterra- 
mean and should strengthen the 
ability of every state In Southeast- 
ern Europe to look after is own in- 
terests and combine them with 
those of its neighbors.” It is hoped 
that it will have the deterrent ef- 
fect that the British guarantee of 
Poland was intended to have but 
failed to have owing “to the com- 
plete inability of the German lead- 
ers’ minds to understand the bind- 
ing character of the British word.” 

“The punctual fulfillment of their 
pledges to Poland by Great Britain 
and France can only add force and 
impressiveness, even for the most 
skeptical, to the undertakings now 
assumed by Turkey and her Brit- 
ish Alley,” The Times concludes. 

Final conclusion of the agree- 
ment by which Turkey will assist 
the Allies in case Greece or Ru- 
mania is attacked, or in case of any 
disturbance affecting mutual  in- 
terests in the Mediterranean area

not a British colony; their alle 
giance to the British crown comes 
from no compulsion that Great 
Britain can exert, but from their 
own deliberate choice and free con- 
sent. 

For more than a hundred years 

we have enjoyed the best possible 
relations with Canada. Our com- 
mon frontier, 3000 miles long, is 
unfortified. Never at any time has 
this country had designs against 
Canada, never at any time has Can- 
ada seriously felt itself threatened 
by the United States. 
The fact that Canada is a part of 
the British Commonwealth has pre- 
served the Canadian people against 
that feeling of inferiority, with its 
attendant fears and suspicions, 
that weak nations have in regard 
to powerful neighbors. The fears 
and suspicions that are so strong 
elsewhere in this hemisphere have 
been almost non-existent in Can- 
ada. 


We, on the other hand, had 
learned to recognize that the con- 
nection between Canada and Great 
Britain, plus the unfortified fron- 
tier, constituted an absolute guar- 
anty of peace between the British 
Empire and ourselves. With Can- 
ada providing an unmistakable 
pledge of British good behavior, no 
one in his senses could look upon 
the British possessions in this hemi- 
sphere as even a potential and the- 
oretical menace to our own coun- 
try. 

In the past weeks, our relations 
with Canada and with the rest of 
this hemisphere have been dis- 
turbed much more seriously than 
appears on the surface, more dan- 
gerously than most people in this 
country have yet realized. 

There has been Col. Lindbergh’s 


estine and the Middle East — is 
viewed in London as a severe de- 
feat for Germany. Germany is 
blamed for the breakdown of the 
Russian-Turkish talks, for the 
Russian policy is accepted as paci- 
fist even if the Russian idea of 
pacifism is not exactly that of 
Westerners. 


Soviet Aims Obscure. 

The Times admits that Russian 
aims in Southeast Europe are 
“somewhat obscure, but there is 
no reason to believe that they in- 
clude exploitation of the Balkans as 
a strategic base.” Thus, Germany's 
Foreign Minister, Col. Joachim von 
Ribbentrep, is cast as the villain of 
the piece—“apparently, however 
clumsy, the intervention by Rib- 
bentrop prompted the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to present, at the last mo- 
ment, terms which (Turkish For- 
eign Minister Sukru Saracoglu had 
already, earlier, rejected.” 

What those terms were still is 
unknown in London. But there is 
indication that perhaps Russia is 
not quite on the level as the British 
will continue to believe until con- 
crete proof to the contrary is pro- 
duced. That may be sooner than 
most expect if information received 
in London by neutral quarters is 
correct. More than a dozen sub- 
marines that definitely are not Ger- 
man and are not Allied have been 
reported within the last week, pro- 
ceeding through the Kiél Canal. 
Since it is not likely that any of the 
few submarines of the Scandi- 
navian nations would emerge in the 
North Sea, it must be assumed that 
these are Russian. 

Maybe Russia is going to play 
the unknown-submarine game ini- 
tiated in the Mediterranean by 
Italy during the Spanish civil war. 
But it is more likely that the sub- 
marines have been “sold” to Ger- 
many, as the Italians sold General- 
issimo Francisco Franco their war- 
ships, and if they appear their 
crews might turn out to be German.

sion, but everywhere else in this 
hemisphere, and in the rest of the 
world, these speeches will be taken 
as a manifestation of American 
imperialism. 


It will be hard for this country 
to live down those speeches. They 
will be remembered long after the 
people of this country have hoped 
they are forgotten. For the weak 
who live next to the strong have 
long memories. They are disposed 
to fear the strong, and when they 
have been threatened as the British 
people in this hemisphere have 
been threatened, they tend to be- 
lieve what their weakness has al- 
ready prepared them to suspect.

It would have been better if 
these great questions could have 
been discussed in a quieter time, in 
an atmosphere free of the hysteria 
of war. But we have no choice. 
Against the spread of such imper- 
jalist ideas in this country and 
the repercussions’ among all our 
neighbors in this hemisphere, it 
is necessary now to erect a barrier 
of true, sound and responsible 
opinion. 

That will take time and much 
serious thought. But we must be- 
gin, I submit, by recognizing as one 
of the great circumstances of our 
life, the fact that our nearest 
neighbor is a member of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations. We 
may like or dislike this historic 
fact. We cannot change it. 
Indeed, were we to follow Col. 
Lindbergh by proposing that Can- 
ada separate from the British Com- 
monwealth, we should instantly 
provide the Canadian people with 
the invincible reason why they 
must never separate from the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth. 

For if Canada separated because 
we asked her to separate, Canada 
would become in fact, even if not 
in name, a protectorategof the 
United States. Being a nation of 
10,000,000 to our 130,000,000, the pos- 
ition of Canada would be like that 
of Cuba. 

It follows that Canada will re- 
main a member of the British Com- 
monwealth, even more solidly a 
member in so far as opinions like 
those of Col. Lindbergh and Sena- 
tor Lundeen are believed to be 
current in the United States, 


We have then to recognize, I sub- 
mit, that whatever the result of the 
war in Europe, Canada is destined 
to become a great, interior strong- 
hold of the British system. 

Once, Canada was a colonial out- 
post of the empire; then, it became 
a self-governing dominion; latterly, 
it has been an independent nation 
allied with the other British na- 
tions. Tomorrow, it will be an in- 
ner citadel, perhaps the inner cit- 
adel, of the British world. 

For since the British Isles are 
no longer invulnerable to attack by 
sea and by air, since Canada has 
grown in industrial maturity, Can- 
ada will almost certainly be de- 
veloped as a vital strategic base of 
the British power. 


This will be one of the great 
changes of modern history. The 
change is proceeding rapidly under 
the pressure of the war, which dem- 
onstrates the vulnerability of the 
British Isles, and under the influ- 
ence of such measures as the arms 
embargo, which demonstrates the 
danger to Britain of her dependence 
upon uncertain supplies from this 
country. Indeed, if the arms em- 
bargo is retained, the very existence 
of Great Britain may depend upon 
the development of Canadian indus- 
try. 

We must look forward, therefore, 
to seeing Canada become a strategic 
base rather than a mere distant 
outpost of Britain. Then, obviously, 
the wise conduct of our relations 
with Canada will become the para- 
in our foreign 
policy. 

That question will not be dis- 
posed of, in fact it will be made 
totally insoluble, if we follow Col. 
Lindbergh and challenge Canada’s 
right and her interest as a mem- 
ber of the British Commonwealth. 
Such a challenge must inevitably 
be interpreted as a threat to Cana- 
dian independence and as a threat 
of imperialism from the United 
States. Such a challenge can en- 
gender only the invincible suspi- 
cion of a weaker people against its 
stronger neighbor.

That is a dangerously bad at- 
mosphere to create for the discus- 
sion of the great problem which is 
now arising, because Britain and 
the United States are becoming so 
much more closely neighbors than 
they have ever been before. 

It is a problem, a momentous 
problem, perhaps in its conse- 
quences our greatest problem. It is 
delicate, difficult, and complex, 
and if there is any statesmanship 
in us, let us not begin by poisoning 
the atmosphere with suspicions like

Let us instead recognize clearly, 
let us ponder calmly, let us discuss 
in a cool and generous spirit, the 
fact—the great historic fact—that 
in our own time, now before our

A fact of that kind shapes the 
destiny of nations.

For their 
policies will have either to remain 
parallel and reciprocal, or to be- 
come divergent and antagonistic. 

This is the great question which 
is now already visible on the hori- 
zon, and the whole capacity of both 
nations for sober thought and re- 
sponsible speech and statesman- 
like conduct will be needed to 
answer that question rightfully.

Pravda Says Moscow Must Be 
Consulted in Settlement of 
World Affairs. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 20 (AP). — The 
British-French-Turkish treaty was 
all but ignored today by the Mos- 
cow press, which limited comment 
to a warning against any attempt 
“to make a bloc against Soviet Rus- 
sia” or to exclude her from settle- 


ment of important Huropean prob- 


lems. 
In an article on the twentieth 


anniversary of fighting against the 
White (anti-Bzishevist) Russians, 
the Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said recent treaties between 
Russia and Germany on. one hand 
and Russia and Baltic states on the 
other had greatly strengthened Rus- 
sia’s position in world affairs, 
“Now it is impossible to decide 
important international questions 
without the participation of the 
Soviet Union,” Pravda said. “Ail 
attempts to try to go around the 
Soviet Union in deciding interna- 
tional questions or to make a bloc 
against the U. 8.8. R. will fail.” 
At the same time the press an- 
nounced in two lines Turkey’s pact 
with Britain and France, it re- 
ported the courtesy exchange otf 
telegrams between Premier-Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav Molotov and 
the Turkish ’Foreign Minister, 
Sukru Saracoglu, “confirming the 
existence of friendly relations” be- 
tween the two countries. 

Pravda’s article quoted from a 
speech made by Stalin several years 
ago in which he praised Soviet 
armament advances, asserting “this 
fortifies our belief in our forces 
and mobilizes us for new fighting 
in order to get new victories for 
Communism.” 

The Presidium of the supreme 
Soviet ratified the new frontier and 
friendship treaty with Germany 
dealing with the partition of Po- 
land, including maps outlining the 
partition.

from’ these small-caliber arms has 
been radically decreased. 

The modern battlefield contains 
a great many heavy machine guns, 
firing a .50-caliber bullet with 
something like two or three times 
the punch of the older type ma- 
chine gun. It also contains many 
anti-tank guns firing a shell an 
inch and a half in diameter, spe- 
cially designed to pierce armor. 
Although these guns are designed 
for use against tanks, there is no 
law that prevents their being used 
on infantry. As a matter of fact, 
many anti-tank guns were used 
against infantry during the fight- 
ing in Spain—with results very 
pleasing to the gunners and very 
sad for the infantry. 


Finally modern regiments carry 
a greatly increased equipment of 
mortars, against whose shells no 
armor a man on foot could carry 
would be of any use. 

There is also the question of 
what kind of armor would protect 
an infantryman. The lightest type 
of foreign tank has quarter-inch 
plates. American authorities con- 
sider this insufficient as a square 
hit will drive a machine-gun bullet 
through quarter-inch armor at a 
range just under 500 yards. Anti- 
tank shells will go through quarter- 
inch armor at about 1000 yards. 
Thus quarter-inch armor is the 
very least thickness that would be 
admissible for a breastplate; and 
even this would-only enable infan- 
trymen to get within 300 or 400 
yards of a defense line held with 
machine guns and automatic rifles. 


Probable Weights. 


It ig easy to figure out the weight 
of a quarter-inch breastplate. It 
works out in the neighborhood of 
60 pounds. In addition to this the 
soldier wearing the breastplate 
would have to carry his own wea- 
pons—gun, ammunition, grenades— 
and a pack containing food, per- 
haps also an intrenching tool. A 
visored helmet would add at least 
20 pounds more to the weight. 

The heaviest known suits of 
medieval armor weigh only about 
75 pounds. These suits were worn 
by horsemen who had to be hoisted 
into the saddle by block and tackle

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metals such as tungsten, nickel, 
tunately, all these metals are as 
heayy as steel or even heavier, and 
their admixture with it makes the 
armor still more weighty. 

There are light metals, such as 
aluminum, which can be alloyed 
with steel and which render the 
resultant combination much lighter. 
But they are themselves all soft 
metals and they have the quality 
of rendering the resultant alloy 
soft—that is, non-resistant to bul- 
lets. 

Thus in a chemical sense, it is 
practically impossible that the Ger- 
mans could have produced a breast- 
plate and helmet that would both 
resist bullets and be light enough 
to walk in. Then what use is this 
armor the Germans are reported as 
wearing? Practically none. It 
might keep out a few glancing splin- 
ters from mortar or shell bursts 
that did not land too near, but this 
is all it would keep out, and in re- 
turn -the infantry would sacrifice 
its most useful characteristic—mo- 
bility. 


Propaganda Aspect. 

From a military point of view, 
the armor story is nonsense, but 
it must be always remembered 
that we are dealing with a war 
that is, as far as we are concerned, 
a combat of propaganda and print- 
er’s ink rather than of arms. Since 
the German armor story does not 
make sense on a military basis, it 
automatically follows that it is 
part of this propaganda combat. 
And this in turn opens up two 
possibilities, among which the 
American reader may take his 
choice: 

1, The story came from French 


propaganda, invented to make the 
Germans look more fearsome, like 
the “crucified Canadians” story of 
World War days. 

2. The armor may really have 
been there, used in a limited quan- 
tity by the Germans to impress 
the French. For example, the Ger- 
mans may be trying to persuade 
the French to waste their resources 
by putting more of the heavy .50- 
caliber machine guns in the front 
line, where they would be subject 
to getting knocked out by artillery 
fire,

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ILLS OF IRELAND'S 
CARE TO BE NEUTRAL 


The Rev. Ambrose M. Griffin 
of Affton Returns From Trip 
—Met De Valera. 


The people of Treland, although 
sympathetic towards England in 
her war against Hitlerism, are 
taking every precaution to remain 
neutral, the Rev. Ambrose M. Grif- 
gn, pastor of the Church of the 
Geven Holy Founders at Affton, 
said last night on his arrival in 
c Louis from a journey through 
the two countries. 

Father Griffin’s return trip was 
made on the Iroquois, which landed 
ast week in New York after sur- 
yiving a severe storm and threats 
of torpedoing and internal expio- 
sion. He conducted services all the 
way over, commenting last night 
that “es the perils increased the 
passengers became more devout, 
flocking from all parts of the ship 
to pray in the impromptu church.” 

While in Ireland, Father Griffin 
had an audience with Eamon de 
Valera, Prime Minister of Lire. 


P While offering England all possi- 


ble assistance, Father Griffin said, 
the Irish leader is preparing leg- 
islative measures to protect the 
countrys neutrality, in hopes that 
the people may escape the horrors 
of aerial bombing. 

A decisive factor in determing 
the country’s attitude, Father Grif- 
fin continued, is a deep-seated re- 
sentment against the English prac- 
tice of continually playing “power 
politics.” The people do not intend 
to go to war every few decades to 
help England hold the balance of 
power in Europe, he said. 

Turning to his journey through 
England, Father Griffin said the 
people there are stoically deter- 
mined to prosecute the war to the 
bitter end, despite a dread of aerial 
bombings induced by recollections 
of the devastation wrought in 
Spain, China and Poland. 

Many of the children evacuated 
from English cities are being sent 
to Ireland, he said, adding that he 
believed the resulting associations

ILLINOIS ‘NIGHT RIDERS? 
BARRED UNDER OPINION 


State ,Attorney-General Rules $17,-

Appropriations by the ‘Madison 
County Board of Supervisors to em- 
ploy seven “night riders” to patrol 
county highways and to operate a 
radio station in the Sheriff's office 
at Edwardsville, were declared il- 
legal in an opinion yesterday by Ii- 
linois Attorney-General.

Speaks Against Embargo Repeal. 

Representative Fish, ranking Re- 
publicam member of the House For- 
eign -Affairs Committee, spoke 
against vepeal of the arms em- 
bargo. He predicted that the re- 
peal measure would pass the Sen- 
ate, possibly by a 2-to-1 vote, but 
that it would be beaten in. the 
House. 

He said that, if the embargo re- 
peal should be enacted, he would 
immediately present a bill taxing 
munition makers 90 per cent of 
their profits, and might follow this 
with a measure for Government 
control and operation of all muni- 
tion plants. 

Fish said hed id not think it 
likely, in any case, that England 
and France would seek to buy large 
quantities of guns, shells and other 
articles of armament in this coun- 
try, as they have immense muni- 
tions factories of their own, but 
that they would place large orders 
for aircraft here if the opportunity 
were given. 

He attacked “internationalists 
and interventionists,” and named 
Assistant Secretary of War Louis 
Johnson as the author of utter- 
ances which sounded like advocacy 
of American intervention in Eu- 
rope’s war. 

“Submarines in Dust Bowl.” 

“Johnson said we must be care- 
ful,” the speaker said, or “what 
happened to Poland will happen to 
us. Yet our navy is today greater 
than England’s and our army and 
air force, even without the navy, 
could defend our coasts against 
any force that could be sent across 
the ocean against us. Next thing 
we hear, they'll be asking for bat- 
tleships in the Mississippi River 
and submarines in the dust bowl.” 

Fish said “fake polls” printed in 
some newspapers had represented 
the embargo and the cash-and- 
carry plan as opposing measures, 
whereas they are not inconsistent, 
and he is supporting, both. His 
arguments were reviewed by a 
panel of six selected speakers, to 
whose talks Fish replied.

One hundred years ago tomorrow 
the cornerstone of the Old Court- 
house was laid, at a time when 
the site, on Broadway, wae in the 
newer part of the city...No celebra- | 
tion of the centennial has been 
planned. : 

The passage of the century has 
left the magnificent old structute 
grimy, dilapidated and all but use- 


front memorial, of which it is to 
be made a part. In 1930 the Cir- 
cuit Court moved to its new build- 


Today, casual inspection does not 
reveal which of the smooth-cut, 
crumbling, blackened, lime blocks 
is the cornerstone. Whichever it 
is, it contains the customary trivia 
of the day—names, on parchment, 
of the President (Martin Van 
Buren), Vice-President, Governor 
(Lilburh W. Boggs, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Supreme and Circuit 
Judges, county officers, Mayor 
(William Carr Lane) and the first 
architect (Henry Singleton); speci- 
mens of the national coinage, the- 
current St. Louis newspapers and 
a copy of the day’s program. 

A “memorable address’ was de- 
livered that day by Wilson Primm, 
lawyer and judge: Participating 
in the public demonstration were 
the St. Louis Grays, a military or- 
ganization, and the Masons, Odd- 
fellows and Hibernian societies. 


Chouteau Gave Half the Site. 


Auguste Chouteau, co-founder of 
the city, donated the southern half 
of the site, bounded by Broadway 
and Market, Chesthut and Fourth 
streets, and J. B. C. Lucas, first 
Federal Judge here, the. northern 
half. This was in 1823. A whipping 
post and stocks were the first in- 
struments of justice to occupy the 
block. A courthouse, the third one 
erected here, was built on the east 
side in 1826-33 at a cost of $14,416. 

It was not until 1862, with the 
Civil War already a year old, that 
the present structure was com- 
pleted. Final cost was $1,199,871. 

The Planters’ Hotel, a St. Louis 
landmark, was going up across the 
street when the courthouse corner- 
stone was laid. Now there is an 
office building on the hotel site,

Attack in 1914 Recalled. 

The first German attack in 1914 
saw 35 divisions advance against 
the British.

This time, entrenched 
in fortifications which are hard to 
see and harder to take, the same 
forces will receive them.

Russia Giving China Military Aid 

Despite Truce With Japan. 

HONGKONG, Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Russia continues to give military 
aid to China, according to reports 
here, although Russia has nego- 
tiated a truce with Japan on the 
Mongolian frontier. 

No official or authoritative con- 
firmation has been received here of 


Japanese reports in Nanking and 
Shanghai that a Russian military 
mission has arrived at the provi- 
sional Chinese capital. 

Authoritative quarters in Chung- 
king confirm that Russian assist- 
ance recently was a considerable 
factor in revived Chinese resist- 
ance. One observer arriving from 
Chungking said last week’s air raid 
on Hankow and the Japanese air- 
field there was by Russian airmen 
and planes. 

A Chinese official here said an 
eleventh hour reversal of a decision 
of the Chinese high command to 
abandon Changsha, Hunan Prov- 
ince capital, in the face of a large 
Japanese offensive two weeks ago 
was due to Russian advice. The 
Japanese received a setback in the 
offensive and were forced to re- 
tire. 

Russian military men have been 
in Chungking for the past 18 
months, but their activity has been 
chiefly technical. 

Following the conclusion of a 
Chinese-Russian agreement last 
June providing for commercial 
credits for China, and the arrival 
of the new Russian Ambassador, 
Alexandre Panaeuchkine, Russian 
activity increased with a  cor- 
responding increase in technicians 
and advisers. 


New Monpolian Border Tension Re- 
ported in Tokyo. 
TOKYO, Oct. 20 (AP).—Rumors 
ef new Mongolian border tension 
circulated in Tokyo today, but an 
army spokesman said negotiations 
with Soviet Russia were continu- 
ing and there was no border activ-

DIAGNOSIS: A great many people are 


unduly germ conscious in this age of micro- 

scopes and scientific medicine. They also read so much about germi- 
cidal action of tooth pastes and mouth washes, that they become 
acutely conscious of bacteria and infection. Your dentist and your 
physician will inform you that gargles and tooth pastes do not 
exert any significant action on the germs in your mouth. They may 
flavor your breath and encourage you to wield a toothbrush more 
often, but they have’ inconsequential germicidal action. 
For example, germs can rarely be killed without also killing the 
living cells in your throat or gums. Anything, therefore, which would 
be a significant germicide would be too destructive to employ in your 
mouth. That is one reason why we physicians and dentists don’t use 
such gargles on ourselves or our patients. Besides, the action of a 
germicide in the throat would be brief. Within 60 seconds the saliva 
would have it diluted and washed out.

GERMS ARE all through your nose and pharnyx, constantly | 


coming down into your throat. Why worry about a few millions in 
the throat when two minutes later another swarm of millions will 
wash down from your nose? Reassure yourself, too, by remembering 
that your ancestors survived the pestilence and plague of centuries 
when no germicides were known, and when the drinking water came 
out of contaminated rivers. 

Only the tough ones survived, so you who are alive today come 
from only the hardiest members of society in generations past. Be- 
sides, it is normal for you to have millions of various types of bacteria 
in your mouth. So what? And nature has further protected you 
with one of the best germicides in the gastric juice of your stomach. 
It dissolves and digests most of the germs, or else renders them 
so attenuated or weakened that they are harmiess. Only a few 
germs, such as typhoid, can get through the stomach.

I could set my bed on fire from my 
cigar and risk cremation in vivo, 
as has happened not once, but 
twice, to one of my most disti> 
guished and intellectual friends. 

Almost as many people in North 
America are accidentally killed in 
the supposed safety of their own 
homes as in the streets, in autome 
biles, in the air above, in the we 
ter, duwn under the earth, and in 
all the factories. 

To be exact, there are about 28- 
000 accidental deaths in homes per 
annum.

The first and most glaring error 
in the bidding was South’s open- 
ing three spade bid, although, 
strange to say, this should not 
have been fatal in view of the sub- 
sequent bidding. South’s hand was 
decidedly too strong for an opening 
three bid. In the first place, he 
had at least one too many aces for 
this bid and, in the second, his 
playing strength was slightly above 
the maximum for such a bid. Al- 
though an opening two spade bid 
would represent a slight stretch, I 
greatly prefer it to the three bid 
actually chosen. Indeed, consider- 
ing that South was absolutely solid 
in spades, had first round control 
of three suits and second round 
control of the fourth suit, dia- 
monds, I am inclined to feel that 
an opening two bid might achieve 
the best result. 

But whether South opens with 
two spades or with only one, there 
should be little difficulty in arriv- 
ing at a small slam.
